Mr  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


I beg  to  submit  for  your  attention  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  health,  sanitary  circumstances  and 
vital  statistics  of  the  District  for  the  year  1968,  The  Report,  on  the 
whole,  follows  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  1/69,  dated  1st  January 
1969,  from  The  Ministry  of  Health, 

According  to  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  the 
population  has  decreased  by  50,  As  deaths  exceeded  births  by  6,  it 
would  appear  that  there  is  some  shift  of  population  to  other  areas. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  at  13.7  is  slightly  less  than 
that  for  last  year  (13.8)  and  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  at  16,9. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  (2,4)  is  exactly 
half  that  for  last  year  and  is  much  lower  than  for  the  country  as  a 
whole. 


There  were  no  still  births  and  no  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age. 

47  deaths  were  registered,  compared  with  22  the  previous 
year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  was  17.5,  about  one  and  a half  times 
than  that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  (11,9) 

Only  11  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  - and  there 
were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Dr  Segerdal,  who  had  acted  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  many  years  demitted  office  on  31st  March,  1968  and  died  during  the 
following  month  , I ms  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  from  May  14th,  1968, 

I have  to  thank  you,  Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  for  receiv  ing 
me  so  cordially  with  so  much  consideration.  I would  also  express  to 
the  staff  of  the  Council  generally  and  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  particular,  my  appreciation  of  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  and  of  their  kindly  acceptance  of  me  as  a colleague,

It  is  a remarkable  fact  that  of  the  41  births  registered  only  three 
actually  occurred  within  the  district,  indicative  of  the  general  trend 
towards  delivery  in  hospital,  usually  associated  with  early  discharge  and 
subsequent  care  at  home  by  the  district  midwife, 

DEATHS 

During  the  year,  28  deaths,  16  males  and  12  females,  were  registered  a 
having  occurred  within  the  Urban  District  but  4 of  those,  all  males,  were  of 
persons  normally  resident  outside  the  area. 

In  addition,  the  death  of  23  persons,  12  males  and  11  females, 
normally  resident  in  the  district  occurred  elsewhere.  The  attached  table 
summarises  the  position  in  this  respect.

Most  of  the  deaths  occurring  outside  the  district  occurred  in 
Hospitals  in  Burton-on-Trent,  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  A small  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  hospitals  adjacent  to 
Leicester,  in  individual  cases  depending  on  the  disease  from  which  the 
deceased  person  had  suffered  or  on  the  age  of  the  patient,  e,g.  in  Chromic 
Sick  accommodation  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Tnis 
distribution  is  obviously  governed  largely  by  geographical  considerations. 

No  deaths  occurred  under  35  years,  12  in  the  65-75  age  group, 
and  22  in  the  over  75  age  group.  34  deaths  out  of  the  total  47  deaths 
were  therefore  of  people  over  65  years.  The  fact  that  the  rate  for  the 
year  is  one  and  a half  times  greater  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole 
may  be  explained  by  the  age  distribution  of  the  population  of  the  district 
although  the  area  comparability  factor  previously  given  is  intended  to 
provide  for  this  factor.  It  is  unwise  to  generalise  from  one  set  of 
figures  and  it  may  well  be  tha.t  1968  was  just  "one  of  those  things”  in  this 
respect. 

GENERAL  SERVICES 

There  are  no  hospitals  within  the  area,  the  nearest  general  hospital 
being  at  Burton-on-Trent,  under  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board., 
whilst  the  smaller  Ashby  and  District  General  Hospital  is  under  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

General  medical,  ophalrnic  and  dental  services  are  administered  by 
the  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Executive  Council,  130  Regent  Rd,  Leicester. 

Most  of  the  other  medical  and  allied  services  are  provided  and 
administered  by  the  Leicestershire  County  Council,  in  particular  the  Domestic 
Help  Service  (incorporating  some  laundry  and  washing  facilities)  administered 
from  the  Area  Office  at  Coalville;  the  Ambulance  Service  with  vehicles 
being  stationed  at  Coalville  in  the  main  although  co-operation  exists  with 
neighbouring  ambulance  services  when  cases,  especially  emergencies,  arise  at 
the  periphery;  the  Home  Nursing  Service  and  the  domiciliary  Midwifery  Service, 
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Welfare  Poods  are  distributed  from  a number  of  centres:  maternity 
outfits  are  obtainable  at  the  offices  of  the  Ashby  Rural  District 
Council,  South  Street,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  and  supplies  of  incontinence 
pads  can  be  had  at  the  WRVS  Office,  Market  Street,  Ashby  on  production 
of  the  necessary  certificate, 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948.  and  1951. 

Late  in  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action 
under  the  above  Acts  in  respect  of  an  aged  person,  who  was  suffering  from 
grave  chronic  disease,  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  was  unable  to 
devote  to  herself  and  was  not  receiving  from  others  proper  care  and 
attention.  Joint  certificates  we  re  issued  by  the  patient's  general 
practitioner  and  myself  and  removal  to  hospital  was  effected  on  the 
strength  of  a Magistrate's  Order  for  her  detention  in  hospital  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  weeks  - the  maximum  allowed.  Having 
reported  the  matter  to  your  Council  and  having  been  authorised  accordingly 
to  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  Order  extending  the  period  of  detention  this 
step  was  taken  and  an  Order  was  in  fact  made  by  the  Court  for  a further  period 
of  detention  not  exceeding  three  months.  It  is  regretted  that  the 
patient  died  before  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  hospital  to  which  she  had 
been  originally  admitted,  and  later  a letter  of  thanks  was  received 
from  a relative  of  the  deceased  thanking  us  for  the  help  we  had  been  able 
to  give  in  a difficult  situation. 

On  the  actual  day  on  which  the  above  patient  was  removed  to  hospital 
by  attention  was  directed  by  a general  practitioner  to  another  aged  person 
who  ?/as  in  an  oven  worse  condition  than  the  one  just  dealt  with.  Like 
the  first,  this  patient  had  refused  over  some  months  to  allow  his  own 
doctor  to  make  arrangements  for  his  admission  to  hospital  and  some 
supervision  had  been  given  by  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  of  the 
County  Council.  Formal  action  was  again  considered  necessary  and  all  the 
necessary  arrangements  were  made  but  on  the  day  previous  to  that  on  which 
he  was  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  he  agreed  to  go  voluntarily.  Formal 
action  was  at  once  discontinued  and  he  went  into  hospital  of  his  own 
volition.  Unfortunately  he  died  a very  few  days  after  admission. 

It  is  distressing  to  have  to  take  formal  action  in  cases  such 
as  these,  as,  in  effect,  it  means  that  the  patients  concerned  are 
being  deprived  of  their  freedom.  One  can  easily  understand  their 
reluctance  to  leave  their  own  homes,  poor  and  neglected  as  they  may  be 
and  yet,  after  thorough  investigation  and  enquiry,  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  it  is  only  following  formal  action  that  they  are  going  to 
have  the  care  and  attention  which  they  obviously  so  badly  need. 

Happily,  in  most  cases  of  this  sort,  v/ith  patience,  sympathy  and 
understanding  informal  action  is  found  to  be  possible  - a solution  which, 
in  my  experience,  appeals  to  all  involved. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


This  service  continues  to  function,  5 visits  of  investigation 
involving  7 individuals  have  been  made.  One  application  was  rejected 
on  the  grounds  that  the  applicant  was  suffering  from  a disease  which 
precluded  his  swallowing  solid  food, 

12  meals,  prepared  in  a local  Works  Canteen,  are  distributed  tTo.ce 
a week  (Tuesdays  & Thursdays),  Assistance  in  distribution  is  really 
short  but  members  of  t c LEV'S  and  the  general  public  play  a part.  It  is 
especially  gratifying  to  repo;  t that  scholars  from  Ashby  Girls  Grammar 
School  take  part  in  this  service  - a form  of  community  service  which  the 
recipients  of  the  meals  nee  especially  grateful  for,  Further  volunteers 
for  help  in  this  work  are  always  needed  and  will  be  cordially  welcomed. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVEN, , INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.

The  Public  Health  (infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968  came  into 
force  on  15th  June  this  disease  thus  becoming  notifiable  in  this  district 
for  the  first  tine, 

I have  been  informed  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the 
Director  of  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  requests  that  Public 
Health  Departments  investigating  cases  of  infective  jaundice  will  enquire 
whether  the  patient  or  any  close  (house)  contact  are  blood  donors  and  if 
so  requests  that  this  information  be  passed  to  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service, 
It  is  understood  that  any  donor  thus  infected  ?dll  be  resigned  from 
the  Panel  and  the  next  donation  of  a house  contact  will  be  deferred  for 
five  or  six  months,  and  then  special  enquiry  will  be  made  as  to  his  or 
her  health  before  the  next  donation. 
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On  1st  October,  The  Public  Health  (infectious  Disease)  Regulations

the  powers  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a district  to  vaccinate 
contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  smallpox  have  been  extended  to  other 
diseases  and  the  powers  of  a Local  Authority  to  require  a person  to  stop 
woj?k  in  order  to  prevent  spread  of  infection  are  extended  to  permit  action 
in  cases  of  food  poisoning.
